What’s  happening  within  the  world  of  silver  and  gold  modern  commemorative 

coinage?  My  evaluation  indicates  ---  based  on  offered  issues  for  sale,  actual  sales, 
dealer  and  collector  input,  etc.  —  that  more  and  more  of  the  modern  issues  are  being  marketed 
for  sale  at  discounts  of  20%  to  35%.  Wow!  Even  at  these  levels,  sales  are  at  a  crawl.  Why? 
MS-69  and  MS-70  populations,  as  well  as  proof  strikes,  rated  the  same  are  too  high  for  most  of 
the  said.  The  economic  climate  is  not  good.  Currently,  many  individuals  need  to  raise  cash 
for.  Good  luck  in  selling  your  pieces,  should  such  be  considered. 

The  rarer  1997-W  $5  BU  gold  Jackie  Robinson  creation  that  I  exclaimed  would  reach  the 
$5,000  level,  when  the  coin  was  selling  for  $675  —  sold  for  more  than  $6,000  one  year  ago! 
Would  seriously  consider  immediate  sale.  Issue  bids  just  above  the  $4,000  level.  Would  sell  at 
$3500;  especially,  if  you  procured  for  much  less.  Do  likewise  with  the  2000-W  $10  BU  library  of 
congress  (bi-metallic)  creation. 

Also  be  aware  that  the  2000-P  Leif  Ericson  two-coin  proof  set  housing  the  said  dollar  and  the 
Islandic  Kronur  issue  sells  in  the  $70  -  $90  range.  The  set  should  be  kept  only  for  the  pure  joy 
for  collecting,  since  no  real  future  potential  exists  here.  The  foreign  issue  lists  for  $100  in  world 
coin  value  catalogues.  The  reality  is  that  supply  is  most  available  and  demand  is  near  non 
existent.  Its  real  worth  at  present  is  between  $16  and  $24.  Its  U.S.  counterpart  flaunts  an  over 
valued  $60  to  $75  sell  price.  Be  in  contact  if  you  have  any  further  questions.

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On  July  28,  1993,  Admiral  (Ret.)  Paul  A.  Yost,  President  of  the  James  Madison 
Memorial  Fellowship  Foundation,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  a  federal  agency  whose 
mission  is  to  promote  the  study  of  the  U.S.  Constitution  among  the  nation’s  high 
school  teachers,  announced  an  offering  in  conjunction  with  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  of  a  limited-edition  1993  James  Madison  -  Bill  of  Rights 
half  dollar.  Minted  at  West  Point,  the  coin  obverse  portrays  James  Madison 
penning  the  famous  words  of  the  Bill  of  Rights,  with  the  torch  of  freedom 
displayed  on  the  reverse.  The  American  Numismatic  Association  purchased  the 
coins  directly  from  the  Mint,  and  subsequently  transported  them  to  SilverTowne, 
located  in  Winchester,  Indiana.  SilverTown’s  die  shop  removed  approximately 
57.15mm  of  the  reeded  edge  (4:00  position  to  8:00  position)  creating  a  smooth 
edge.  Once  the  edge  was  partially  shaved,  a  die  was  needed  to  incuse  the  serial 
number  and  the  additional  inscriptions.  These  consist  of  the  organizations’ 
initials  JMMFF  -  ANA  -  and  a  five-digit  serial  number  starting  with  00001.  A 
special  package  called  “The  Freedom  Pack,”™  was  designed  to  hold  the  coin 
which  includes  a  special  clear  coin  holder  to  observe  the  inscriptions.  The  bi-fold 
packaging,  9”  long  and  3  5/8”  tall,  is  very  similar  to  that  of  the  young  collector’s 
sets  the  U.S.  Mint  has  marketed  over  the  years.  According  to  the  Red  Book, 
9,656  sets  were  produced  from  July  28  to  October  15,  1993  and  were  issued  at 
the  price  of  $19.95. 

The  production  of  this  special  modified  half  dollar  is  the  second  time  since  the 
start  of  the  commemorative  coinage  in  1892  that  a  sponsoring  organization  has 
altered  a  numismatic  product  and  authorized  its  issuance  to  the  public.  The  first 
was  in  1925,  when  a  small  amount  of  Stone  Mountain  commemorative  half 
dollars  were  simply  hand  stamped  with  numbers  and  a  variety  of  Southern  state 
initials.  The  Stone  Mountain  Monumental  Association  authorized  various 
organizations  to  auction  off  to  the  highest  bidders  these  highly  prized  half  dollars. 
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The  silver  half  dollar  in  the  series  depicts  James  Madison  with  the  Bill  of  Rights 
and  Montpelier,  the  Virginia  home  of  James  and  Dolley  Madison. 

It  was  designed  by  Mint  scutptor'T.  James  Ferrell. 

The  reverse,  by  Dean  McMullen,  displays  the  torch  of  freedom  which  symbolizes 
James  Madison’s  lasting  contribution  to  all  Americans,  and  to  all  those  who 
cherish  liberty  and  democracy.

The  coins  were  issued  as  singles  and  as  two,  three  and  six  coin  sets. 

Including: 

•  A  silver  uncirculated  half  dollar  young  collector’s  set. 

•  A  silver  uncirculated  half  dollar  and  a  bronze  Madison  Presidential  Medal 
set. 

•  A  silver  proof  half  dollar  and  stamp  set  containing  a  25  cent  stamp  issued 
September  25,  1989;  Eagle  clasping  a  quell  pen  in  its  beak,  200th 
Anniversary  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

To  further  educate  Americans  about  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  James  Madison,  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  from  the  series  supported  the  programs  of  the  James 
Madison  Memorial  Fellowship  Foundation.  The  Foundation  offers  fellowships  to 
encourage  study  of  the  principles  of  the  Constitution.  The  Foundation’s  goal  is  to 
foster  the  spirit  of  civic  participation  and  create  a  deeper  understanding  of  the 
principles  and  history  of  the  Constitution. 


James  Madison  is  known  as  "the  Father  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights"  and  this  series  of  coins  commemorates  the 
200th  anniversary  of  that  important  document.  Silver 
half  dollars,  silver  dollars  and  $5  gold  coins  were 
minted  in  both  proof  and  uncirculated.  The  silver  half 
dollar  obverse  was  designed  by  T.  James  Ferrell 
while  the  reverse  of  both  the  half  and  dollar  were 
designed  by  Dean  McMullen.  William  Krawczewicz 
designed  the  obverse  of  the  silver  dollar.  Scott  R. 
Blazek  designed  the  gold  $5  obverse  and  Joseph  D. 
Pena  designed  the  reverse.

100-Kronur  Designs 

The  Iceland  commemorative,  like  the  modern  U.S.  silver  dollar  commemoratives, 
were  struck  from  26.73  grams  of  ninety  percent  silver.  Proof  production  took 
place  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  "on  behalf"  of  the  Republic  of  Iceland  —  but  the 
coins  bear  no  “P”  Mint  mark. 

The  1 00  Kronur  proof-only  issue  was  offered  individually  and  as  part  of  the  first 
ever  jointly  released  United  States  Mint  two-coin  set,  accompanied  by  the  United 
States  Proof  Leif  Ericson  dollar. 

100-Kronur  Obverse  by  Throstur  Magnus  son  (modeled  by  James  Fennell) 

Portrayed  is  an  image  of  Stirling  Calder's  sculpture  of  Leif  Ericson,  which  was 
presented  to  Iceland  by  the  United  States  in  1 930. 

Reverse  by  Throstur  Magnus  son  (modeled  by  John  Mercanti) 

The  reverse  design  depicts  the  eagle,  the  dragon,  the  bull  and  the  giant  from  the 
Icelandic  coat  of  arms.  This  same  design  can  be  found  on  several  other  Iceland 
coinage  issues  —  both  commemorative  and  circulating. 
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Silver  Dollar  Design 

Silver  Dollar  Obverse  by  John  Mercanti 

A  bearded,  flowing-haired  Leif  Ericson  faces  right,  wearing  an  iron-banded 
helmet.  A  chain  circles  ninety  percent  around,  the  date  “2000”  at  the  bottom. 
“Leif  Ericson”  arcs  above,  inside  the  chain,  split  by  the  peak  of  the  helmet.  “In 
God  We  Trust”  is  in  three  lines  at  -left.  "Liberty”  and  the  Mint  mark  are  below  the 
chin.  The  designer's  initials  are  at  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Silver  Dollar  Reverse  by  James  Ferrell 

A  tall-prowed  Viking  ship  under  square  sail  creaks  toward  the  New  World,  as 
Ericson  stands  dramatically  in  the  bow.  The  presumptuous  title  “Founder  of  the 
New  World”  arcs  above;  “one  dollar”  in  two  lines  is  to  the  windward  of  the  sail.  “E 
pluribus  unum”  in  three  lines  precedes  the  bow  of  the  ship;  “United  States  of 
America"  is  in  three  lines  below  the  ship. 

Origins  of  the  Leif  Ericson  Millennium  dollar 

Leif  Ericson,  or  Leifur  Eiriksson,  depending  on  which  side  of  the  Big  Pond  you  are 
from,  was  an  Icelandic  venture  seaman  who  some  ten  centuries  ago  set  sail 
westward  and  wound  up  bouncing  along  the  North  American  coastline.  It 
would  be  some  five  hundred  years  before  it  was  so  named  .  Once  thought  more 
legend  than  fact,  recent  archaeological  and  anthropological  studies  have 
given  additional  credit  to  Scandinavia's  claim  as  discoverers  and  settlers  of  the 
New  World  centuries  before  Mediterranean  Europeans  launched  the  Age  of 
Discovery  and  conquest  of  the  Central  Americas.  (It  should  be  noted  that  Asians 
seem  to  have  found  their  way  to  this  continent  maybe  30,000  years  ago  via 
Alaska's  Bering  land  bridge.  Such  apparently  does  not  count,  perhaps  because 
they  came  on  foot  rather  than  by  the  riskier  venture  of  a  sailing  vessel.) 

Proceeds  from  the  ten  dollar  surcharge  on  each  silver  dollar  were  paid  to  the 
Leifur  Eiriksson  Foundation  for  the  purpose  of  funding  student  exchanges 
between  the  United  States  and  Iceland.  The  surcharges  will  fund  a  Fulbright 
scholarship  at  the  University  of  Virginia  to  promote  student  exchanges  between 
the  United  States  and  Iceland. 

The  United  States  mint  symbolically  turned  over  a  check  to  Steingrimer 
Hermansson,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Leifur  Eiriksson  Foundation, 
and  John  Casteen  III,  president  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  on  November  1 5th, 
2005.  The  $1 ,728,980  in  surcharge  proceeds  had  actually  been  transferred  to  the 
Leifur  Eiriksson  Foundation  in  May  of  2005.  The  delay  of  the  formal  ceremonial 
payment  was  because  the  sponsors  of  the  legislation,  Representative  James  A. 
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Leach  (R-lowa)  and  Senator  Tom  Harkin  (D-lowa)  were  not  available  for  the 
ceremony  until  November  2005. 

The  Leif  Ericson  Millennium  coins  today 

The  sales  figures  displayed  in  the  above  tables  total  34.5%  of  the  authorized  U.S. 
coinage  to  be  sold  in  this  commemorative  issue.  Coins  of  this  set  should  be 
procured  only  for  the  joy  of  ownership  and  collecting  at  present.  Procure  the 
1 ,000  Kronur  issue  for  the  pure  joy  of  collecting.  It  is  overvalued  in  many  price 
guides  at  $1 0  —  it  is  a  $28  retail  coin. 

At  this  time  the  PF-70  issue  could  be  a  sleeper  with  its  currently  low  population 
but  this  could  change  in  the  future.  Procure  the  other  coins  in  this  issue  for  the  joy 
of  collecting  only.

“Liberty”  in  large 
letters  arcs  above.  “In  God  We  Trust”  is  at  the  right,  with  the  Mint  mark  just  below  it.  The  date  “1997”  is  at  the 
bottom.

The  logo  of  the  Jackie  Robinson  Foundation  is  central,  ostensibly  the  beneficiary  of  the  surcharges  from  this  issue. 
Surrounding  in  large  letters  are  “United  States  of  America”  and  “one  dollar”.  In  smaller  letters  circling  the  logo  are 
“Rookie  of  the  Year  1947  H  Hall  of  Fame  1962”  and  “E  Pluribus  Unum”.

T  he  central  device  is  a  portrait  of  Robinson.  Jackie  Robinson  circles  above,  with  liberty  below.  The  date  1997  and 
Mint  mark  are  to  the  left,  and  “In  God  We  Trust”  appears  to  the  right.

Origins  of  the  Jackie  Robinson  coins 

In  1947,  if  you  played  baseball  in  the  major  leagues,  you  were  white.  Despite  the  demonstrated  excellence  of  play  in 
the  Negro  Leagues,  and  despite  surreptitious  attempts  to  infiltrate  it,  the  color  barrier  survived  until  after  World  War 
II. 

It  might  be  thought  that  Jack  Robmson's  breakthrough  would  have  been  heralded  at  the  rime,  but  in  fact  the  opposite 
was  true.  He  faced  frequent  threats  against  his  person,  even  his  life,  both  on  and  off  the  field.  Yet  he  persevered  and 
excelled  (winning  Rookie  of  the  Year  in  1947)  and  paved  the  way  for  the  true  integration  of  the  races  in  baseball  and 
in  fact  all  professional  sports. 

The  Jackie  Robinson  Foundation  was  founded  m  1973  by  friends  and  family  of  Robinson.  The  foundation  grants 
scholarships  to  students  of  demonstrated  ability,  character  and  need.  Until  the  commemorative  coin  program,  the 
foundation  had  never  sought  government  funding,  and  surcharges  from  the  sale  of  the  coins  were  to  be  paid  to  the 
foundation  to  continue  its  work  and  make  more  scholarships  available  to  economically  disadvantaged  youth. 

Except  that  provision  appears  in  paragraph  (II).  In  paragraph  (I)  of  the  legislation,  it  states  that  surcharges  from  the  * 
sale  of  the  first  100,000  silver  dollars  were  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Fund  for  the  United  States  Botanic  Garden. 

What?  That's  right.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  Botanic  Garden  commemorative  program  had  already  trumped  the 
Smithsonian  program,  the  first  100,000  silver  dollars  sold  in  the  Jackie  Robinson  program  —  that's  100,000  of 
135,000  net  —  didn't  even  benefit  the  Jackie  Robmson  Foundation,  but  the  Botanic  Garden  instead! 

On  the  more  positive  side,  interesting  sets  were  compiled  by  the  Mint,  containing  the  silver  dollar  and  the  half  eagle 
together  with  a  reproduction  of  Robmson's  rookie  baseball  card.

Robmson  baseball  card.  Also  featured  is  a  full-color  limited  edition  lapel  pin  made  exclusively  for  the  Mint,  which 
duplicates  the  50th  Anniversary  uniform  patch  being  worn  by  all  Major  League  Baseball  players  for  the  1997 
season.  As  a  free  bonus  to  purchasers  of  the  Legacy  Set  the  US  Mint  also  provided  the  actual  patch  being  worn  by 
major  leaguers  players  for  the  1997  season.  It  was  priced  at  $31 1  (Jackie  Robmson’s  lifetime  batting  average  wras 
.311)  for  the  pre-issue  discount  period  from  July  3rd  through  August  15th,  1997.  After  the  pre-issue  discount  period, 
the  Legacy  Set  sold  for  $325.  There  were  10,271  sets  sold.  All  remaining  baseball  cards  were  destroyed  as  per  the 
U.S.  mint. 
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The  Jackie  Robinson  coins  today 

A  true  rarity  now  exists  with  the  Jackie  Robinson  Uncirculated  five  dollar  gold  com  —  a  net  of  just  more  than  5,000 
pieces  sold.  1'hat  number  defines  the  maximum  number  of  complete  commemorative  sets  that  may  be  assembled 
from  the  post- 1982  era.  If  the  official  number  stands  at  5,174,  then  it  slips  under  the  Cincinnati  Music  Center  half 
dollars  of  1936,  and  you  need  to  go  back  to  the  later  years  of  the  Texas,  Arkansas  Centennial  and  Boone 
Bicentennial  issues  of  the  Depression-ridden  1930’s  to  find  a  lower  mintage.  Mintage-wise,  for  gold 
commemoratives,  the  Jackie  Robinson  rivals  in  ranty  the  1922  Star/No  Star  gold  dollar  varieties  of  the  Grant 
Memorial  issue.  It  is  rarer  even,  m  terms  of  number  of  coins  released  by  the  Mmt,  than  all  but  a  handful  of  dates  of 
circulating  half  eagles,  which  became  “extinct”  in  1929.  However,  we  must  be  aware  that  the  Jackie  Robinson  issue 
was  struck,  handled  and  packaged  with  extreme  care,  as  is  all  modem  commemorative  coinage  1982  to  the  present. 
Commemorative  coins  produced  between  1892  and  1954  were  struck,  handled,  counted  and  bagged  as  was  comage 
produced  for  circulation  purposes. 

Eleven  years  ago,  I  exclaimed  that  this  $1'95  uncirculated  low  mintage  issue  would  sell  retail  for  $5,000!  My 
prediction  has  come  true  but  at  present,  I  believe  its  value  will  head  south  as  the  price  adjusts  to  population  numbers. 
I  strongly  advise  that  buyers  research  the  market  trends  before  procuring  the  uncirculated  five  dollar  piece  for  their 
collections.  Though,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  will  be  a  very  desirable  piece  now  and  in  the  future.  It  is  an 
issue  that  is  well  distributed  and  easy  to  promote. 

Those  who  believe  they  cannot  afford  the  uncirculated  issue  at  the  present  time  will  acquire  the  proof  version  of  this 
five  dollar  creation.  Procure  the  silver  dollar  issues  for  the  joy  of  ownership.

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Commemoratives  from  1892-1954 


The  1892  Columbian  Exposition  half  dollar  was  the  first  commemorative  coin  authorized  by 
Congress.  From  1892  through  1954,  subsequent  legislation  authorized  the  U.S.  Mint  to  produce 
commemorative  coins  for  53  different  events,  occasions,  or  individuals.  This  resulted  in  the  Mint 
producing  a  total  of  157  silver  and  gold  commemorative  coins. 

As  early  as  1925,  many  in  Congress  expressed  concern  over  bills  introduced  to 
"  commemorate  events  of  local  and  not  national  interest..."  After  extensive  hearings  on  the 
"objectionable  practices  and  abuses  related  to  the  issuance  of  special  coins",  as  published  in 
House  Report  No.  101,  issued  February  27,  1939,  Congress  passed  legislation  prohibiting  "...the 
issuance  and  coinage  of  certain  commemorative  coins..."  ( Public  Law  No.  278-76th  Congress  - 
Approved  August  5,  1939),  which  also  halted  the  issue  of  all  commemorative  coins  already 
approved. 

With  the  exception  of  Acts  signed  on  August  7,  1946,  for  the  Iowa  Centennial  and  Booker  T. 
Washington  half  dollars,  and  an  amendment  to  one  of  these  in  1951  for  the  (George  Washington) 
Carver-(Booker  T.)  Washington  half  dollar,  no  further  coins  were  authorized.  Produced  from  1951 
through  1954,  the  Carver-Washington  half  dollar  was  the  last  of  the  pre-modern  commemorative 
coin  programs.  (Ref:  United  States  Mint,  2007)

Despite  its  stodgy  appearance  and 
irritating  commonness,  the  1923-S 
Monroe  Doctrine  half  dollar  is  totally  unlike 
any  other  United  States  commemorative 
half  dollar  made.  This  is  because  it 
celebrated  two  events,  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  announcement  of  the 
Monroe  Doctrine,  and  more  subconsciously, 
the  motion  picture  exposition  devoted  to  it 
that  captured  the  fun,  freedom,  spirit,  and 
festiveness  of  the  1920's,  although  its 
creators  originally  intended  it  to  be  a 
serious  affair. 

The  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  and 
Motion  Picture  Historical  Revue  Exposition, 
commonly  called  the  "Monroe  Revue,"  was 
sponsored  and  produced  by  the  Motion 
picture  industry  in  response  to  wide  public 
criticism  over  the  reckless  nature  of  three  of 
its  most  popular  stars  and  the  sexual 
explicitness  of  some  of  its  films  that  was 


driving  movie  fans  from  the  theater  box 
offices. 

Although  they  are  dim  figures  from  the 
silent  screen  today,  lovely  comedienne 
Mabel  Normand,  innovative  Comic  Fatty 
Arbuckle,  and  dashing  romantic  lead 
Wallace  Reid  were  three  major  money 
makers  for  the  movie  studios  in  the  early 
1920's  until  the  three  were  involved  in 
personal  scandals  that  rocked  the  industry. 
Normand  was  an  evasive  witness  at  the 
murder  trial  of  film  director  William 
Desmond  Taylor,  Arbuckle  was  tried  and 
acquitted  of  a  murder  he  never  committed, 
and  Wallace  Reid  died  from  a  drug 
overdose. 

Along  with  these  personal  scandals,  there 
were  examples  of  lurid  sexual  explicitness 
in  some  films  that  was  harshly  criticized  by 
educators,  clergymen,  and  concerned 
parents.  They  threatened  to  boycott  the 
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industry,  so  it  decided  to  hire  Will  Hays, 
formerly  President  Warren  G.  Hardings 
postmaster  general  at  a  starting  salary  of 
$100,000  per  year.  Under  Hay's  close  eye 
any  sexual  innuendo,  situations,  or  any 
other  types  of  improprieties  would  be 
edited  out  of  all  new  films. 

The  goal  of  the  "Monroe  Revue"  had  a 
similar  mission.  It  was  to  demonstrate  that 
filmmaking  could  be  uplifting  and  practical, 
and  any  money  the  exposition  made  would 
be  used  to  make  educational  films. 

The  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  and 
Motion  Picture  Historical  revue  was  held 
from  July  2  through  August  6,  1923  in 
Exposition  Park  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 
It  sat  on  a  12-acre  plot  of  land  just  east  of 
the  coliseum  at  the  main  entrance  to  the 
park  off  of  Figueroa  Street. 

The  exposition's  buildings  were  made  of 
wallboard  in  the  cubist  pueblo  style.  The 
center  of  the  grounds  was  marked  by  the 
court  of  honor,  that  had  two  130-foot  Aztec 
style  towers  that  stood  opposite  each  other 
along  the  court's  perimeter.  They  were 
decorated  with  thousands  of  150-watt 
multi-  colored  bulbs,  that  when  lit  up  at 
night,  caused  quite  a  commotion  on  nearby 
streets  as  cars  screeched  on  their  brakes  and 
pulled  over  to  the  curbs  to  view  the  majestic 
sight. 

Admission  to  the  exposition  was  50  cents. 
If  you  purchased  a  Monroe  Doctrine  half 
dollar  at  the  box  office,  you  received  an 
admission  ticket  free.  The  halves  sold  for  $1 
apiece,  and  were  only  available  there  and  at 
a  few  downtown  banks. 

Among  the  attractions  were  1000  exhibits, 
and  vendors  representing,  industrial, 
commercial,  real  estate,  and  cinema 
enterprises.  At  the  entrance  to  the  grounds 
stood  a  tall  statue  of  James  Monroe 
overlooking  a  lily  pond,  and  two  long 
bungalows  displayed  historical  documents 
and  personal  items  that  once  belonged  to 
our  fifth  president.  One  of  the  most 
popular  items  was  the  president's  personal 


umbrella,  and  many  lady  visitors  had  their 
pictures  taken  holding  it. 

The  historical  theme  of  the  exposition 
reminded  visitors  of  the  importance  of  the 
Monroe  Doctrine  that  said  no  new 
European  colonies  could  be  established  or 
expanded  on  the  Western  continent,  and 
there  was  to  be  no  more  European 
interference  in  the  affairs  of  the  existing 
Spanish  American  republics.  This  ancient 
theme,  however,  wore  thin  with  the  average 
visitor  who  wanted  to  see  his  favorite  movie 
star  or  get  into  the  movies. 

In  keeping  with  this  educational  theme,  a 
collection  of  outstanding  sculptural  works 
was  housed  for  the  visitor's  enjoyment  in  a 
5000  square  foot  building  near  the  court  of 
honor.  In  addition  there  were  daily  playlets 
on  the  grounds  that  relived  important 
events  in  American  history,  and  some  of  the 
participants  were  major  stars  of  the  day. 

To  top  off  the  day,  the  visitor  was  treated 
to  free  nighdy  entertainment  at  the 
coliseum  next  door  with  a  pageant  entitled 
"Montezuma  and  the  Fall  of  the  Aztecs," 
with  a  real  smoke  belching  volcano  and  a 
fireworks  show. 

In  all,  the  exposition  was  planned  for  a 
million  people,  its  promoters  said,  but 
initial  attendance  was  disappointing.  On 
July  10,  1923,  the  Film  daily  noted,  "At  a 
meeting  held  Friday,  local  exhibitors 
discussed  the  exposition  situation.  They 
voted  the  coliseum  show  very  good  but 
decided  that  there  was  no  attraction  in  the 
exhibits  for  the  public.  They  also  stated  that 
the  exhibits  of  the  various  companies 
contain  nothing  to  bring  back  the  people 
and  declared  that  the  50  cents  gate  charge  is 
a  drawback  to  the  returning  public." 

Exhibitors  began  sprucing  up  the 
exposition  with  new  exhibits  that  would 
draw  in  the  public.  The  movie  bungalows 
were  expanded  and  each  major  studio  had 
its  own  bungalow  where  it  showed  how 
movies  were  made.  The  exposition  put 
more  emphasis  on  movies,  stars,  and 
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entertainment  m  general,  and  made  the  life 
and  times  of  President  James  secondary  in 
its  mission  to  make  the  exposition  a  success 
and  a  fun,  memorable  occasion  for  the 
visitors. 

Real  movie  stars  were  recruited  like  child 
star  Jackie  Coogan  and  dapper  Reginald 
Denny  to  give  out  autographs  and  shake 
hands.  A  midway  was  erected  with  its 
time-tested  attractions  of  games  of  chance 
and  wild  rides.  Dance  bands  were  brought 
in  for  evening  dances  and  saxophone 
players  belted  out  tunes  like  the  Varsity' 
Drag  and  the  Black  Bottom. 

There  were  talent  shows  and  free  screen 
tests,  and  contests  where  visitors  could  do 
their  best  imitations  of  their  favorite  movie 
stars  like  Charles  Chaplin  or  Lon  Chaney 
for  cash  prizes.  There  were  pie  fights,  and 
people  running  around  in  gorilla  suits.  If 
you  were  a  shy  kid  before  you  came  to  the 
Monroe  Revue,  you  weren't  after  you  left. 
There  was  now  something  of  interest  for 
everyone,  courtesy  of  the  motion  picture 
industry. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes,  attendance 
improved,  but  probably  only  100,000 
persons  attended  overall,  most  of  them 


teenagers,  who  obtained  free  tickets  from 
local  drugstores  during  the  exposition's  last 
two  weeks.  It  was  certainly  a  unique 
exposition,  and  left  many  fond  memories 
for  the  persons  who  were  there. 

Along  with  the  ever  present  Monroe 
Doctrine  Centennial  half  dollar,  there  are 
two  tokens  and  a  medal  issued  for  this 
exposition.  The  first  is  a  half  dollar  sized 
aluminum  piece  with  a  picture  of  James 
Monroe  on  the  front  and  the  seal  of  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles  on  the  back.  The  other  is  a 
dollar-sized  token  in  bronze,  with  the  same 
effigy  on  the  front  and  the  word  "souvenir" 
on  the  back.  Both  of  these  were  made  by 
the  Los  Angeles  Rubber  Stamp  Company. 
There  is  also  a  thin,  one-sided  official 
souvenir  medal  made  in  bronze. 

The  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  half 
dollar  with  its  tokens  and  one  known  medal 
celebrate  a  very  unusual  kind  of  exposition, 
a  motion  picture  fair  where  you  could  come 
to  learn  and  also  have  a  lot  of  fun,  and 
maybe  learn  some  new  things  about 
yourself.  Mavbe  someday  someone  will 
find  a  lost  diary  that  chronicled  this 
fascinating  but  little  known  event  of  Los 
Angeles'  history.
